Mr. Oilfillan told of the habits, cos­ 
tumes and languages of the native 
people of both Egypt and the Holy 
Land, how the farmer in those coun­ 
tries spends his day doing nothing but 
herding sheep or some other domestic 
animal, and how the workers in the 
cities, strive to make a living at their 
low wagM of 35 cents a day. “And 
too,” said Mr. Gilflllan, “The markets 
are kept in bad conditicms in those 
countries, and are not to be compared 
with those in Switzerland. and the 
countries in that section of Europe. 
The markets were bad enough as to 
cause Herb D. McGoun. who went 
with Mr. GUfUlan’s, party, to go over 
two weeks on nothing but tea and 
crackers, he said. 
“But Switaerland and those lands.” 
said Gilflllan, are beautiful places to 
visit.” They have good hotels, good 
stores and other fine institutions. The 
people of Bwitaerland are fine mer­ 
chants and deal with tourists honest- ‘ 
ly. “Sometimes the people in the oth­ 
er section do try to “beat” a toui^t 
in business tranmctions, but if they 
see it cannot be done, they’ll shrink 
from sight.”

And yet, a critic of the British theater says 
that some of the plays which have so shocked some Americans 
are considered dull by the English theatergoer. 
In the eyes of the 
European the people of the United States are a nation of puri­ 
tans. 
It seems that the American people are considered naughty 
only by their compatriots. 
Time changes the lens of the glasses of immorality. 
Twenty 
years ago the plays of Ibsen caused more blushes than any of the 
New York plays now being shadowed by the Purity League, but 
today those same plays of Ibsen are presented by college and high 
school dramatic clubs under faculty direction. 
Samuel Pepys in' 
the early seventeenth century burned his French novels after read­ 
ing them and those same novels today grace the best American 
homes. 
The modern two-piece bathing suit would have thrown its 
fair wearer into jail a decade ago but today it is prescribed by the 
beach censors. 
Just as no two generations, or two ages in history, or two na­ 
tions will draw the line between morality and immorality at the 
same place, so will no two people of the same generation and na­ 
tion— but perhaps of different positions in society or of different 
degrees of education and culture— call the one moral and the other 
immoral.

trust was a resident of Norfolk, Vir­ 
ginia. 
The Norfolk tax authorities 
assessed a tax upon 
the 
fund 
as 
though the beneficiary owned and had 
under possession and control the full 
' amount oi principal of the estate. 
The Supreme Court held such a tax 


i to be unconstitutional.

Whether he really spoke with God, 
or whether he had a hypnotic fit up 
there in the thunderstorm, the fact 
remains that in some way he got hold 
of the toughest, most everlasting and 
fireproof bundle of truth any son of 
man ever found. 
Nobody ever argues with those Ten 
Words.

“Are there any unexplored places in 
j Pennsylvania, or do we know all 
! about this state?” the State Geologist 
i was asked recently. He replied that 
! Governor Sproul asked him a very 
similar question on their first meet- 
I ing, and it has been repeated many 
times since. Probably a great many 
people have wondered about the same 
thing 
and 
many 
inquiries 
have 
reached the Pennsylvania Depart­ 
ment of Internal Affairs concerning 
the subject lately. 
Pennsylvania has an area of 44,832 
square miles, or about 28 million 
acres. It is probably true that there 
is not an acre of land in the State 
that has not been entered or crossed 
by someone. In that sense there is 
no unexplored land in the state. It 
Is also true that land surveys have 
enclosed all of the acreage of the 
state and are on record in the land 
office of the Department of Internal 
Affairs, in the form of original war­ 
rant surveys, or in the offices of the 
county surveyors. 
But of those who have entered or 
crossed some of these acres, many are 
dead, and most of the others hold 
their Information only in their head 
and have made no public record of it, 
that is, a record which would be of 
value to you or me, if we wanted to 
know something about a particular 
area. A public record must be either 
in the form of a published map or re­ 
port or inscribed and filed where it 
will be available to the public. 
All 
of 
us 
have 
some 
general 
knowledge of the whole state. 
We 
know what its principal rivers and 
creeks are, its towns and post offices, 
about where they are, and their dis­ 
tances apart. We know the general 
elevation of all parts of the states, 
and the actual elevation of parts of 


on a topographic map. 
For many 
/ears the state in cooperation with the 
United States Geological Survey has 
been making surveys and publishing 
topographic maps. When the present 
State Geological survey was estab­ 
lished in 1919, 58 per cent of the state 
had been covered by such mapping. 
Since 
that time 
9,700 
additional 
square miles have been surveyed, 
raising the total to over 77 per cent. 
This leaves nearly 23 per cent of the 
state for which we have no good 
maps. 
Moat of the unmapped area 
lies in the northern part of the state 
in the less thickly settled districts, 
though a few areas in the center and 
south part of the state are unmapped. 
Second, people want to know about 
the soils of the state. 
Reconnais­ 
sance studies have been made of the 
soils of the whole state, but detailed 
maps have been made of only 21 
counties or parts of counties. 
Such 
maps are made by the United States 
Bureau of Soils, in part in coopera­ 
tion with the State Geological Survey. 
Third, what about the areas 
of 
timberland and land under Cultiva­ 
tion? 
The topographic maps show 
by a green over-print what parts of 
the mapped area are 
covered 
by 
timber. Much of the state forest 
however, is in the area not yet cov­ 
ered by topographic maps. Although 
the Forest Service of the state and of 
the Federal Government, and the

have 
done considerable detailed mapping 
of the forested areas, nevertheless 
there are many parts of the state m 
which our knowledge of the forests 
and lands under cultivation is still 
very meager.

do not have definite enough informa­ 
tion to settle such questions as re­ 
cently arose with the balloon race

In that 
case the balloons did not follow ex­ 
actly the same course, and the only 
way to determine which went the 
greatest distance was to measure it 
on a map. 
Again, while we know the general 
elevation of all parts of the state, 
there are large areas in which we 
cannot say that this town or this hill 
is so high above sea level, or is so 
much higher than that town or hill. 
It is less than 10 years since we knew 
what is the highest point in the state, 
and we are not yet prepared to say 
that some other place-claimed to be 
the highest point—is not so. 
Perhaps the whole subject can best 
be treated by taking up in order some 
of the things people are likely to 
want to know about the state. 
First, for a multitude of purposes 
we need to know the exact position 
and elevation of towns, villages, roads, 
railroads and streams. 
For many 
purposes we also need to know the 
height and shape of the land. This 
is especially true for engineering 
work. 
All this information is given 


verlous streams during all seasons of 
the year. The information thus ob­ 
tained is vital to the development of 
water power, municipal water systems 
and to means of flood control. Much 
more data, however, must be gath­ 
ered before we have even fairly ade­ 
quate knowledge of the surface wat­ 
ers of the state. 
Fifth, comes our knowledge of 
what is under the ground in Penn­ 
sylvania. This may be included un­ 
der three heads: Rocks, minerals and 
water supplies. 
State and federal 
surveys have covered the whole state 
in a general way, so that we know at 
least the general age of the rocks 
under most of the state, but not the 
age In detail. 
But it is not sufficient to know that 
the rocks under a certain township 
are Devonian, rather than Silurian. 
We also wish to know whether they 
are sandstone, shale or limestone and 
what rocks we would encounter at 
different depths if we were to sink 
wells or shafts into the earth. 
We 
want to know whether the rocks are 
of commercial quality and quantity. 
We want to know whether they occur 
in such manner as to me capable of 
commercial development. 
The state and federal geological 


surveys have cooperated also in mak­ 
ing detailed geological maps. 
The 
earlier of these maps did little more 
than show In more detail than previ­ 
ous maps the rock formations under­ 
lying the acreage they represent. But 
ohese formations may include many 
kinds of rocks which are not distin­ 
guished by the pattern on the map, 
so that even with the maps in hand 
we are still in doubt as to Just what 
rock underlies the surface at any par­ 
ticular spot. However, the later de­ 
tailed surveys are attempting to ob­ 
tain and present information of this 
kind. 
At the present time Just one-third 
of the state has been covered by de­ 
tailed geologic surveys, and only half 
of that work has been published. 
These geologic reports, especially the 
more recent ones, attempt to show 
not only what kind of rock underlies 
any part of the area mapped, but 
what kind of rock would be encount­ 
ered at any depth below the surface; 
and how deep one must go to reach 
any particular bed. be it a bed of coal, 
an oil, or gas sand, a clay, limestone, 
slate, granite, or other rock of pos­ 
sible value. These state atlases pre­ 
sent a large fund of information re­ 
garding the thickness and character 
of the various rocks or other mineral 
resources of the area mapped in order 
that prospective developers may have 
advance information of what is of 
value In a particular district, or so 
that the owner of the land may know 
what underlies his areas, and w hat' 
possible value they may have. 
There Is still 66 per cent of the | 
state that has not been so studied, 
and about which only general Inf or- j 
mation Is available. 
Getting and | 
publishing this information is the 
work of the Geological Survey. Aside 
from the detailed geologic mapping 
of the state which must be the final 
word about state’s geology and min­ 
eral resources, the Geological Survey! 
has made preliminary state wide stud­ 
ies of particular mineral resources, j 
such as coal, oil and gas, slate, lime­ 
stone, feldspar, graphite, lead and 
zinc, and silica refractories. In a d -! 
dition this survey has for several! 
years been studying the underground 
water supply. 
Already the south­ 
eastern and southwestern comers of 
the state have been investigated and 
work is in progress this year in the 
northwestern part of the state. 
The whole matter may be sum­ 
med up briefly by saying that we 
have general knowledge of the whole 
state. 
We have accurate knowledge 
of three-fourths of the geography of 
the state. We have somewhat de­ 
tailed knowledge of about one-third 
of the state as regards its soils, and 
mineral resources; but our knowledge 
of the soils and mineral resources of 
two-thirds of the state is very meager 
and of the other one-third none too 
complete. 
Even so, the amount of information 
accumulated and available in the rec­ 
ords of the Pennsylvania Geological 
Survey Is very large and steadily in­ 
creasing. The slogan of the survey is, 
“It pays to know—ask us.”

Are Solid For Hoover 
Declares U. S. Leader

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 24.— 
Republican women of Pennsylvania 
will stand solidly behind Herbert 
Hoover for the presidency, and a 
great many women of the Keystone 
State of other political affiliations 
will vote for the commerce secretary 
next November, Mrs. Alvin T. Hert, 
vice chairman of the Republican na­ 
tional committee and director of the 
women’s division of that organiza­ 
tion, believes. 
Mrs. Hert let this fact be known up­ 
on her arrival in the capital city from 
Louisville, Ky., to establish a nation­ 
al headquarters from which she will 
direct the women’s activities in the 
coming campaign. 
When asked h o w Pennsylvania 
women were going to vote. Mrs. Hert 
who honored the writer with the 
first oral interview accorded any 
newspaperman in Washington, could 
not refrain from expressing her en­ 
thusiasm. 
“I feel confident that the Republi­ 
can women of Pennsylvania will stand 
solidly behind Herbert Hoover,” she 
said. “And not only the Republican 
women of the state, but a great many 
others are going to help elect Mr. 
Hoover.” 
Mrs. Hert said that she had re­ 
ceived assurances that Mrs. Worth­ 
ington Scranton, Pennsylvania’s Re­ 
publican national coznmitteewoman, 
will be present at the conference in 
Washington July 24, when national 
committeewomen of the East and 
New England will meet to lay down 
plans for the coming presidential 
campaign. She stated she has asked 


Mrs. Scranton to bring with her to 
Washington a campaign plan ap­ 
proved by the women of Pennsylva­ 
nia. 
Dr. Hubert Work, national chair­ 
man of the Republican committee ; 
Franklin Fort and Judge Francis 
Burke, will address the committee­ 
women present at the conference 
Tuesday. 
Mrs. Hert, who has established her 
headquarters with the national com­ 
mittee in the Barr building, one of 
the newest and most elaborate struc­ 
tures in Washington, is of the opin­ 
ion that the women of the country 
are going to play a big role in the 
coming campaign. She told the writer 
that already she has received letters 
from thousands of women the coun­ 
try over who are anxious to be as­ 
signed some work to do for Hoover. 
“The writers of some of the letters 
say that they helped Herbert Hoover 
tear down fences and dig ditches, 
and now they will take delight in 
tearing down fences or digging ditch­ 
es in order to help the secretary win 
the nomination,” Mrs. Hert said. 
Certainly the women of the coun­ 
try are receiving recognition from Re­ 
publicans in Washington. 
One en­ 
tire floor of the new Barr building is 
now occupied by the national com­ 
mittee, and one-half of the offices 
on this floor are dedicated to the 
women’s division of the committee. 
There will be no mud-slinging or 
personalities enter into the women’s 
campaign, Mrs. Hert declares.

women will make their fight on the 
basis of the name of Coolidge and the 
administration policies, she says.

In First Round 


Johnny Haggerty Wins From Harry Lebo; Powers And Can­

Willie Davies of Charleroi outpoint­ 
ed Carl Cavelli in a great ten round 
boxing bout before 1600 fight fans at 
the Jolly bowl last night.

Judge Tom Blake gave his de­ 
cision to Boychan while Judge Tom 
Jones and Referee Chip called the 
bout even. It was Boychan’s fight. 
Valdez Loses 
Mickie Dugan won 
from 
Jacinto 
Valdez in six rounds, Jackie Powers 
and Tony Canzoni fought 
a 
four 
round draw and 
Johnny 
Haggerty 
took the decision from Harry Lebo. 
The Haggerty-Lebo fight 
was 
a 
stirring rour round go. The bout be­ 
tween Canzoni and Powers was brim­ 
ful of action and the boys may go 
again here to settle the issue. 
Dugan certainly looked good against 
Valdez and beat him from start to 
finish and Boychan outbulled the big 
boy from Akron who did not live up 
to his articles of agreement and came 
in outweighing Boychan. 
Enter the Ring 
Cavelli stepped into the ring weigh­ 
ing 117*4 and Davies 114% and when 
the bell rang Davies knocked Cavelli 
down with a right for the count of 
eight. 
Cavelli rushed in close and 
worked on Willie’s stomach. 
Cavelli 
was wearing a worried look and Davis 
kept him off balance. 
Cavelli sent 
Davies back with a right to the jaw. 
Davies was trying for a right to the 
Jaw. Carl swung wildly. Cavelli was 
hanging on. 
Cavelli rushed him to 
the ropes. It was Davies round. 
Round 2.—Cavelli sent a left to the 
stomach. 
Davies sent another hard 
right to the chin and then sent two 
to the stomach. Cavelli lammed Da­ 
vies to and fro on the ropes and had 
Davies red about the face and wor­ 
ried. 
Davies swung wild and Carl 
rushed him to the ropes but did not 
land.

While Davies 
had the best of the round Cavelli was 
sticking to his task of trying to keep 
at close range.

Cavelli sent a 
right to the chin and then sent a 
right to the body. 
He failed to fol­ 
low up although he cuffed Cavelli 
around. 
Right before the bell rung 
Carl sent a solid left hook to the Wil­ 
lie’s chin. It was Davies round. 
Round 6.—Cavelli whaled him with 
a right and 
showered 
him 
with 
punches as Willie bent over on the 
ropes. Willie was glad to escape. D a­ 
vies sent a right uppercut to the jaw 
and spun Cavelli around. He got Wil­ 
lie on the ropes again but in the ex­ 
change Carl was wild. 
Cavelli put 
a left to the head. 
Willie chopped 
him with right and left to the chin 
at close range. When Cavelli missed 
Davies sent rights and lefts in. 
It 
was an even round. 
Round 7.—Cavelli’s right skimmed 
Willie’s jaw and Willie shifted land­ 
ing a left to the chin. 
Carl landed 
two lefts to the chin. 
They jolted 
each other with lefts in a clinch. Wil­ 
lie outboxed Carl in the center of the 
ring, then sent right to the chin and 
stabbed him six times with his left. 
He blinded Carl with punches but 
Carl fought him back and whaled him 
I on the ropes. Carl’s nose was bleed­ 
ing when the bell rang. It was Davies’ 
1 round. 
Round 8.—Cavelli came dancing out 
of his corner and in a fast flurry pep­ 
pered Davies about the 
head 
and 
backed him to the ropes. Davies man­ 
aged to weather the storm of blows 
and came back by pasting Cavelli two 
wicked rights in quick succession. The 
Canton boy was wild with fury as 
Davies stung him with left short jabs 
that drew blood. Davies neatly side­ 
stepped several advances by Cavelli 
and landed many blows to the head 
and body. They were slugging in the 
center of the ring when the bell rang 
ending the round. 
Round 9.—Davies took the lead in 
the opening of this round and stung 


Cavelli with sharp blows to the head 
and kidneys. 
Cavelli was swinging 
wild and missing many upper-cuits.

ger, Tom Heeney. That, anyhow, is 
the surface “form’* of the situation 
and, because surface Indications of­ 
ten tell all, the man who takes worse 
th an 1 to 2 on Heeney simply Isn’t 
giving his Intelligence enough road 
work. 
On the other and remaining hand, 
we have a champion who has failed, 
by force of circumstances or other­ 
wise. to stake himself to all the breaks 
th a t were coming to him. He has 
fought only twenty rounds against the 
same man. Dempsey, in three years, 
a fact over which he had no control. 
He has worked with sparring part­ 
ners so fam iliar to him from long as­ 
sociation th a t they figure to have 
helped him negligibly. He has given 
evidence in his training of having ac­ 
quired a knockout complex, which, on 
the face of existing “form,” is a piece 
of inspired absurdity exceeded only 
by his proposal to fly down 265 miles 
from Speculator on the morning of 
the fight.

He 
may be expected to furnish few. if 
any, surprises and, for my part, I 
think it is senseless to point out how 
tough he is or how game. Were he 
ever so durable, he would be a mark

for the Tunney of 1928 a t Philadel­ 
phia. 
’Tunney is the problem of this en­ 
terprise. He has caused to be raised 
several questions in regard to his 
present-day ability and. imtil he an­ 
swers 
them 
satisfactorily, 
Heeney 
must and will be taken seriously, at 
least by me. 
The champion rather obviously has 
slipped some from the form he knew 
in the first Dempsey meeting. How 
much? Is it a 20 percent deprecia­ 
tion? If so. he still should have a 
working margin of superiority over 
the present challenger. Is it as much 
as 30 or 35 per cent? In thgt case,, 
the odds should be no better than 
even money, if not slightly in favor 
of Heeney. 
In iatief, 'Tunney will have to slip 
down to Keeney’s level to lose the 
fight and, since we know he really 
isn’t just the m an he was, who can 
say until Thursday night« how great 
the retrogression has been? 
In the last twenty four hours, 
thanks to a poor workout by the chal­ 
lenger on Sunday, the critics have 
gone strongly pro-Tunney.

BISHOP HEARD 
HERE ON VISIT 


Noted Churchman Speaks 
New Castle; Served As 
Minister To Liberia 


In 


Bishop William H. Heard of the 
African Episcopalean church who has 
been in this city for the past three 
days at the Bethel church parsonage 
on Green street preached to the con­ 
gregation last evening on the 
ad­ 
vancement of the African Episcopal­ 
ean churches of this district. 
Bishop Heard is making a tour of 
all the churches under his Jurisdiction 
which are in Pennsylvania, Ohio and 
West 
Virginia. 
He 
was 
formerly 
Bishop of the churches in the New 
England 
states 
but 
was 
recently 
transferred to this district. 
He was 


appointed Bishop 
ih 1908 and has 
been acUve since that time in church 
work. 
Last vear he w ai'ft delegate 
at the World’s Conference 0f Faith 
and Order held in Switzerland at 
which meeting eighty-two diffefcent 
denominations were represented. 
The life of the Bishop reads some­ 
what like fiction. 
He was bom 
a 
slave and when fifteen years of age 
was set free under the Emancipation 
Proclamation of President Lincoln. 
He then did odd jobs and finally 
when of age fanned for some time. 
He did not know a letter in the alpha­ 
bet a t the age of fifteen and com­ 
menced his educational training im­ 
mediately. After his preliminary edu­ 
cation he taught school for 12 years 
in Georgia. Then 
worked his way 
through Atlanta and Clark Univer­ 
sities. He then attended the Reformed 
Episcopalean School of Philadelphia 
and entered the ministery. He has 
been in the ministry for 49 years. 
“ Under the administration of Presi­ 
dent Cleveland 
he 
was 
appointed 
minister to Liberia and served in this 
capacity for four years. He says, "Yes 
sir, I served under Cleveland, and I 
was no Democrat, and Hoover is go­ 
ing to be elected for president.” 
Bishop Heard remained in Liberia 
for eight more years as a missionary 
before returning to this country. 
Eighty years of age and fifteen of 
these spent in slavery is the record 
of Bishop Heard. He has crossed the 
ocean 23 times in his lifetime. 
He 
is short and muscular and appears 
many years younger than he really is. 
He has annexed after his many years 
of experiences and philosophy of life 
th at is happiness for him. The young­ 
er generation he says is not any worse 
than they were any other time. They 
are better.
